— X now hauing taken into His Royallconlideration, the pzeſent generall 
diſperſion and ouerſpzcading of the Small- Por th:oughout all parts of this Kingdome, and of the 
danger that mayenſue to his Matcſties perſon , andhouſe-hold, by the acceſſe, andconfluenceof 
thoſe people to His Court foz ture; Js therefoze pleaſed to put off that wozke to a further 
time: And doth therefoze hereby ſtraitly charge, and command, that no perſon oꝛ perſons what- 
loeuer, who hath the dileaſe of the Kings-Euill, doe pꝛeſume to repaire to His Maieſties Court, foz 
help, vntill the feaſt of Eaſter next, vpon patne of His Mateſties high diſpleaſure.His Maieſties ſaid 
late Pꝛotlamation, oꝛ any ſignification of his pleaſure thereby, to the contrary hereof notwith- 
ſtanding. And to the end that all his loning Subiects may the better take knowledge of this 
His ropall command. Hts pleaſure is, that this His Pꝛotlamation be fozthwith publiſhed andaf- 
fixed, in fit and open plates, in every Market. Towne of this His Realme.
